Kokomo, Ind., May 12—(U.R)— 
Fiv e women were instantly killed 
and sev en other p ersons were 
p erhap s fatally inju red in an ex ­ 
p losion in the Fridlin lau ndry 
here today . 
The blast 
occu rred in the 
steam p ressing dep artment while 
workers were at their p ositions. 
The lau ndry is located almost 
directly in the center of the city 
and downtown windows were 
shattered. The concu ssion was 
felt for sev eral miles. 
So great was the shock that 
tracks of the Union 
traction 
comp any , ru nning in the center 
of the street in front of the 
lau ndry , were torn u p for sev eral 
feet. 
The entire lau ndry 
bu ilding 
was a total wreck. Workmen in 
all sections of the bu ilding were 
thrown from their feet and it 
v /as believ ed that many , besides 
those seriou sly inju red, 
were 
hurt. 
The entire city was in confu s- j 
ion. As the blast occu rred, those

in the downtown district ran 
from their p laces of bu siness, 
only to be met by glass from 
their windows 
falling 
abou t 
them.

With the city of Tsinan and the 
Shantu ng railway u nder 
com­ 
p lete control of Jap anese troop s, 
v irtu ally the only fear now held 
in officials q u arters here regard * 
ing the far eastern situ ation is 
that p u blic op inion in China and 
Jap an may be stirred u p by p ro­ 
p aganda to a p oint which wou ld 
make war inev itable. 
Disp atches receiv ed here 
to­ 
day rev ealed both cou ntries be­ 
ing flooded with p rop aganda of 
warlike character. Thou sands of 
anti-Jap anese p osters hav e ap ­ 
p eared throu ghou t China 
from 
Canton in the sou th to Dairen in 
Manchu ria. Conseq u ently feeling 
against the Jap anese, the 
dis­ 
p atches said, is becoming 
in­ 
tense. In Canton the Jap anese 
residents hav e been concentrat­ 
ed on the island of 
Shameen,

The Rev . Dr. James M. Gray , 
of Chicago, will p reside at the 
sessions. 
When asked 
as to whether 
controv ersial su bjects were to be 
discu ssed, Dr. Gray said they 
were not u p on its agenda, bu t 
that constru ctiv e Reaching in 
these day s hardly cou ld av oid 
them. 
“There is a consp iracy against 
Jesu s Christ within the v isible 
chu rch,” Dr. Gray stated, “and 
y ou cannot affirm His Godhead, 
His sacrificial atonement and 
His bodily resu rrection from the 
dead withou t inau gu rating con­ 
trov ersy . The same is tru e of the 
insp iration and au thority of the 
Bible as the word of God. 
“When u niv ersity and ev en 
seminary p rofessors are seeking 
to democratize God and bring 
Him down to a lev el with His 
creatu res, it certainly will awak­ 
en controv ersy to insist u p on His 
transcendency . The great and 
p rime objectiv e of those 
inter­ 
denominational Bible conferen­ 
ces,” Dr. Gray continu ed, “is to 
do for Christian p eop le what Jo­ 
nathan did 
for Dav id

Mrs. Genev iev e Jennings of 
Clev eland has been one of the 
leaders in the mov ements to get 
the 42 Ohio relativ es to assert 
their claims to share in the fa­ 
mou s Jennings estate. If ‘they 
win in the British cou rts they 
not only will hav e ended the 
famou s lawsu it; they will div ide 
between them some $280,000,000. 
Here is the story : 
In 179 8 there died in Su ffolk 
cou nty , England, an aged miser, 
one William L. Jennens, or Jen­ 
nings. He left no will or close re­ 
lativ es. 
The Ohio claimants base their 
demands for shares in the es­ 
tate on their relationship to one 
Henry Jennings, a hero of the 
Rev olu tionary War. 
Henry Jennings is said to hav e 
been a nephew of old William 
Jennings, the miser. 
He came to America ju st be­ 
fore the Rev olu tionary War. 
After the war Jennings settled 
in Colu mbiana cou nty , Ohio, 
bu ilt a leg cabin there and 
fou nded the family from which 
the 42 Ohio Jennings are des­ 
cended.

In 19 25, the last y ear for which figures are 
available, 41 per cent of the 430,072 American bus­ 
iness corporations making returns to the Treas­ 
ury Department showed net losses for the y ear. 
Of the concerns which showed a profit the net 
incomes of manufacturers doing less than a $5,- 
000,000-a-y ear business were 11 per cent smaller 
than they were in 19 23; manufacturers with more 
than a $5.000,000-a-y ear business, however, had 
profits 25 per cent above the 19 23 figures.

The yachts, M argaret 
F III, 
and Lura M. IV. were built by 
Robert Jacob, Inc., at a cost of 
$250,000 each. An additional ex­ 
penditure of $100.000 went 
for 
decoration and furnishing. 
Each boat has the luxurious 
appointm ents of a home ashore 
combined with tho high-speed of 
smaller express cruisers. Two 8- 
cylinder W inton gasoline engin­ 
es, rated at 500 h. p. 
each, are 
capable of driving each yacht at 
a speed of 20 miles an hour. 
Both cruisers have been given 
a general outside finish of m a ­ 
hogany w ith interiors decofated 
in enamel.

Cleveland has been one of the 
leaders in the movements to get 
the 42 Ohio relatives to assert 
their claims to share in the fa- 
mous Jennings estate. If'they 
win in the British courts they 
not only will have ended the 
famous lawsuit; they will divide 
between them some $280,000,000. 


Here is the story: 
In 1798 there died in 
Suffolk 


county, England, an aged miser, 
one William L. Jennens, or Jen- 
nings. He left no will or close re- 
latives. 


The Ohio claimants base their 


demands for shares in the es- 
tate on their relationship to one 
Henry Jennings, a hero of the 
Revolutionary War. 


Henry Jennings is said to have 


been a nephew of old William 
Jennings, the miser. 


He came to America just be- 


fore the Revolutionary War.

Of the concerns which showed a profit the net 
incomes of manufacturers doing less than a $5,- 
000,000-a-year business were 11 per cent smaller 
than they were in 1923; manufacturers with more 
than a $5,000,000-a-year business, however, had 
profits 25 per cent above the 1923 figures.

No Mother's Day celebration in 
the country can bs quite as sig- 
nificant as the one this historic 
Virginia city is holding. 
~ In a 
picturesque 
little old 


house on a side street here once 
1'ved Mary Ball Washington, mo- 
ther of George Washington. And 
the women of Virginia are holdr 
ing special ceremonies in this 
building as part of an effort to 
collect funds to preserve it as a 
national shrine. 


The house—a mere cottase or- 


iginally, but enlarged bv Wash- 
ington after he bought it—came 
into possession of the Washing- 
tons in 1772. When the Revolu- 
tion loomed on the horizon, and 
it became evident .there 
was 


trouble 
ahead, 
Washington 


urged his mother to leave her 
country home, on the
